
The Michigan Grayling. 

Grand Rapids, MrcH. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In your issue of the 14th Inst. (vol. 
10, page 211) is an article from the pen of the veteran angler 
Mr. George Dawson, on the Michigan grayling. Anything from 
this writer is always interesting and instructive—but in the letter 
referred to above he mentions, and Beems tacitly to advise, a 
course that I think would prove disastrous to our grayling fish¬ 
eries. In speaking of the characteristics of the waters of the Au 
Sable and other grayling streams—Mr. Dawson wonders that 
there are no trout in them, and mentions and seems to approve 
of a proposition of a gentleman “to initiate the experiment” of 
planting brook trout in those waters. Now I will not attempt to 
give any reason why there are no trout in the Au Sable, Manistee 
and other grayling streams, but I unhesitatingly say that there 
are grayling there in prof union because there are no trout; and 
that the planting of trout therein would be the commencement 
of a war of extermination against the grayling. I therefore enter 
the protest of all admirers of grayllDg augliug against the plant¬ 
ing of any predaceous fish in any purely grayling waters. The 
trout is well armed for predatory warfare—and his cunning, 
activity and endurance that make him so attractive to the angler 
unable him to use his arms (teeth) with telling effect on the un¬ 
armed, inBect-eating grayling. 

The Boardman, Jordan and Boyne rivers contain both trout 
and grayling. When I first fished in the Boardman, some twelve 
years ago, of the fish caught there then about one in ten were 
grayling—now not one in a hundred is taken. A few years later 
while fishing in the Boyne and the Jordan we would take one 
grayling to, say, every fifteen or twenty trout, whereas the last 
time I fished the Boyne a company of five caught but two gray¬ 
lings In a week’s sport. In the Jordan alBO the grayling is nearly 
exterminated. Although I like trout better than grayling and if 
I could have but one,would vote for the former most unhesitating- 
ly, yet as the grayling is a Spring spawner, and therefore a Fall 
and Winter fish, his presence In our Michigan waters extends the 
angling season some months, and makes him a great acquisition. 
Therefore he should not be consigned to the voracious maw of 
even a trout. 

A few words with reference to the error of Mr. Dawson 
couched in the words, “I met the esteemed discoverer of the 
grayling, D. H. Fitzhugh, Jr." By referring to the transactions 
of the Michigan Sportsmen’s Association for the Protection of 
Fish, Game and Birds, for 1878, on page sixteen, you will find that 
Mr. Fitzhugh “first became acquainted with it” (the grayling) “in 
1871.” In 1807 or 1868 I first met the grayling in the Board- 
man river, near Traverse City, and identified it—having seen no 
notice of it at that time—as a grayling ( Thymallue ), and believed 
it a variety of Back’s grayling Thymallux signifer, var. Mieh- 
iganenso. In 1861, now fish commissioner J. C. Parker, of this 
city, Identified the river fish, quick flab, etc., of the Manistee as a 
grayling, and proposed the name Thymallus michiganewtis, neither 
of these identifications were published. But in the Winter of 
1864 and 1865—according to Hallock’s Sportsmen’s Gazetteer— 
Prof. Cape, of the Philadelphia Academy of Sciences, published 
a description of this fish, giving it the name Thymallus trtco’or. 

I make this statement of facts In the interest of truth only. 
Mr. D. H. Fitzhugh, Jr., is a personal and valued friend of mine 
and I would rather rob myself of millions than him of a decade. 
But while he was not an early discoverer of the grayling, as such, 
in Michigan waters, it is undoubtedly true that he has done more 
to bring grayling fishing to the notice of anglers than any other 
man. So that while he should not be called the father of the 
grayling—as he is sometimes—he may with propriety be called 
the father of grayling fishing. Oikoi.

I have succeeded in driving the cusses off this lake and sur¬ 
roundings, so we have a fair show for venison—in season, of 
course. 

The government has amply provided for our Indians; has set 
apart one of the most fertile and loVfely parts of the globe for 
their benefit, and I consider it is their duty to see that they are 
kept there. It does seem wrong that the country should be put 
to the expense of doing what the general government should do. 
Our lakes are being uetted, our game destroyed at all seasons, 
and our neighborhood overrun by the vagabond tribe from the 
reservation, contrary to all law.

Glass Balls—Game—Gunning. 

Clarksville, Tenn. 

Editor Chicago Field :—At last has the frost king, with 
hoary bead, settled down upon the stubble-fields, and with his 
magic wand has changed the Summer’s green into a wonderful 
panorama of a thousand tints; thrice welcome is the northern 
visitor, since he comes now to dispel the fearful scourge that has 
desolated our southern land—a minister of healing wings, follow¬ 
ing close upon the dews of heavenly charity bestowed by brothers’ 
bands when death held mighty orgies throughout our borders. 
We gladly note that the Chicago Field contributed its Bhare in 
the good work. In accordance with its suggestion our club had 
several meetings for the purpose of raising funds for the sufferers. 

A number of valuable articles were contributed and Bhot for, and 
a good sura was raised and forwarded for the sick. Whether it 
was due to the good cause or to some other reason, we can't say, 
but some of our shooters made some splendid scores. Mr. E. 
Drane one afternoon breaking 59 balls out of 62, and many of 
them at 24, 28, and 30 yards. After trying several traps we 
found the Mole trap, made by the Batavia Manufacturing Co., of 
Batavia, Ill., by long odds the best. It Is light, easily set, put 
down and taken up quickly, can be used to throw in any direction 
wanted, or in an unknown direction while revolving, throws the 
ball a good distance, and doesn’t get out of order. In ita im¬ 
proved condition we have seen nothing equal to it. We all find, 
too, that our practice through the Summer has improved our 
field shooting a good deal, especially those of ris who were dis¬ 
posed to shoot too quickly at birds, and without taking sufficient 
aim. Shooting at the balls from our trap made us more deliber¬ 
ate, and gave us a chance to note our deficiencies. I know that 
some persons object to glass ball shootlDg because it requires a 
snap shot. But if they will try a trap which flings the ball well 
up into the air, and not barely grazing the ground, they will prob¬ 
ably change their minds. 

But now the balls and traps are shelved till Spring, and the 
more noble game Is sought through the inimitable October and 
November days. What pleasures do not those poor mortals miss, 
whose nerves are never electrified by the whirring covey I And 
then think of the delicious meal, when hungry and thirsty from 
the morning’s tramp, we seat ourselves beside some bubbling rill 
and gain new strength for further conquests. Blessed be the 
man, we say, that Invented hunting; don’t mention “sleep” be¬ 
side it, that comes afterward (and la good enough In its place). 

Seeing the necessity of protecting the game more perfectly, 
we have just formed an association for this purpose, and those 
who break the game laws hereafter will be very apt to hear from 
us. The association Is formed for this county (Montgomery) and 
is styled the “Montgomery Game Protective Association." The 
officers elected for the present year are as follows: Judge W.W.

The Prairies.— Topeka, Kan—Editor Chicago Field:— To 
one who has lived In a mountainous country the first sight of the 
prairies brings a feeling of awe and wander like the seemingly 
boundless, endless ocean. The eye peers out into the distance 
longing for something to break the monotony of the never varied 
scene, until tired of the sameness, the traveler turns to his tent 
and listens to the winds, that ever blow bo lonely that it brings 
to mind all the sad and unhappy recollections of the past, at 
least such is the effect the prairies have on the writer. Too 
great, too boundless, too much of nature’s bountiful gifts. Miles 
of flower beds, varied and as beautiful as the rainbow in their 
colors.

Chicago Forty Years Ago. —Downer’s Grove, DuPage Co., 
Ill .—Editor Chicago Field :—Forty years ago this month,the writer 
first saw Chicago; and after spending the Winter in old Fort 
Dearborn, early Spring found him at this beautiful grove. One 
of the incidents of that Winter was the 6lght of deer on the ice, a 
mile east of the footof Lake street; and one day a fine buck ran 
through that street. 

This portion of DuPage county, dotted as It then was, and la 
now, with beautiful groves of timber, was the very paradise of 
game. It was not unusual to see a hundred deer in a day, run¬ 
ning across the prairie, from one grove to another, and all small 
game, such as cranes, geese, ducks, grouse, partridges, quails, rab¬ 
bits, squirrels, etc., were almost numberless. Now all Is changed, 
scarcely enough game is left to be worth hunting for, and we are 
compelled to go to Iowa, Minnesota, or some other border state 
to get a decent hunt. There, I am glad, some good shooting 
can yet be had, but even there game is fast becoming scarce; but 
during the past few years, In company with an old Eastern 
friend, the writer has had some rare sport. That friend has now 
gone abroad for a few years to enjoy again the magnificent shoot¬ 
ing on one of the “preserves” of Scotland, where, I am happy to 
say, a game law means something. 

My principal thought, when I sat down, was to give you my 
Ideas in regard to our game law, and the reason why It is almost 
a dead letter. The law is well enough, as far as it goes, but it 
lacks in the enforcing power,—or clause. Let it be amended, so 
as to give one-half of the fines to the Informer. In all our towns 
and villages lives just the man, who for the sake of turning an 
honest penny, would be on the lookout for law-breakers, and who 
would inform the constable whose duty it is to prosecute the 
offenders. Let all lovers of game see to it that the office of 
informer Is considered by them an honorable one. Let them 
strictly regard the law themselves, and we should soon see our 
game birds increasing, and the present killing of nearly aU the 
young birds before the open season would be put a stop to. 
Many of the farmers seem to think that they have a right to 
shoot game on their own premises whenever they choose to do so. 
They should be taught better. It we are to have a game law, let 
us see that it is enforced, or else let it be repealed, or we shall bid

other rtvera to Berlin; and 30,000 for the Weser, to be delivered 
by myself at the hatchery of Mr. Schleber, at Hameln, on that 
river, making a total of 250,000. 

1 believe that it bus been announced that tbe entire shipment 
for England, France aud the Netherlands, as well as those for 
Germany, were received In the finest possible order, and entirely 
free from fuugus; but if it has not It Is formally done now, and 
we will go on. Leaving Bremen In the morning, accompanied 
by tbe naturalist, Dr. O. Flnsch, we arrived at Hameln, on Weser, 
after a few hours’ ride by rail. Here we were received by the 
Mayor, or Burgomaster, and other officials, and a procession of 
carriages escorted the precious embryo salmon who bad journeyed 
6,000 miles by land aud sea to find a place to rest and burst 
their casings In this picturesque town. Mr. 8cbleber’s hatchery 
is about a mile from tbe town, In a ravine where a good spring, 
whose temperature Is 50 °, breaks out. It Is of brick with a 
moss-covered tile roof whose eaves nearly touch the ground, and 
the troughs are of cement with grooves for partitions and are 
placed on the floor; they have more fall than we use, In fact 
American troughs arc about level now, but these had probably a 
descent of one in ten which, with two Inch strips 1q tbe grooves, 
made a series of falls. The other arrangements were so different 
from auything which I had ever seen, or even heard of, that I 
must describe them. The eggs were not placed in these pools 
either on gravel or trays, but each pool contained an earthen pot 
eight Inches In diameter by six inches deep, which was perforated 
In the bottom and sides with small holes like pin-boles, and in 
these the eggs were placed, and a strong current through the 
troughs mode a circulation of water In the pots. This Is unlike 
other German hatcheries, who mostly use such apparatus as we

It will be noticed that 12 out of the 17 reach Woodburn Farm through 
either sire or dam. 

Id making these comparisons. I do not wish to disparage any breed¬ 
ing establishment. The two leading sires at Wooaburu are son aud 
grandson of Ryedyk'e Hambletonian. Tbe leading sire at Htonyford 
is an iu-bred Abdallah like Harold. Tbe leading sire at Fairlawn, Al- 
munt, is a grand-son of Hambletonian, and in that respect their owners 
eeem to be united lu opinion as to the desired strain of blood for a suc¬ 
cessful sire; therefore wbat helps one helps all, lu that regard, but tbe 
extraordinary number of trotters that have appeared upon the turf this 
year, bailing directly from Woodburn, has attracted universal attention, 
aud led many to examine more thoroughly into tbe blood lines of that 
establishment. That Mr. R. A. Alexander based the foundation of this 
department of his farm in such a way as “eventually to breed trotters 
with as great a certainty as ranners,'' is quoted by many, and It would 
seem that his brother, Mr. A. J. Alexander, has lived to Bee this state¬ 
ment verified. 1 do not propose to theorize or predict one way or tbe 
other but simply point to resulta and facta, without which an argument 
cannot be successfully sustained. 

Many of tbe most successful performers here named, after two or 
three top crosses of trotLiug blood, run deep iuto tbe thoroughbred or 
running blood—another point for Mr. Wallace to ponder over.— Lysan- 
dir, In Country Gentleman. 

Trotting and Pacing In California. 

The first race ou Nov. 6 at the Oakland Trotting Park was some¬ 
thing of a novelty. Inasmuch as It was tbe first of the kind for three 
years. There were three teams to start, viz.: Lou Whipple and Flora 
fibepherd, Gue and Dingo, and Prophet aud Milton Medium. lu tbe 
betting, Uus aud mate were tbe favorites , brluglng $45, to $40 oo 
Prophet and mate, to $20 on the two mares. 

The first beat was won by Prophet aud mate In 2:38)4, all of tbe teams 
being somewhat unsteady and indulging In frequent runs. After this 
Lou Whipple and male settled to their work, and woo tbe other two 
beats by honest steady trotting, scoring tbe fastest time ever made by 
a pair of horses in California. The time was 2:83. 2:24 and 2:39. They 
were driven admirably by J. N. Kllllp, aud the race was a very satis¬ 
factory one, except to tbe losers. 

The pacing race brought out the Eastern crack Sweetzer, Nimrod and 
Dan Rice. Nimrod ana Sweetzer bad to pull wagons, while the name¬ 
sake of tbe veteran showman was harnessed to a sulky. Sweetzer has 
not only tbe raetesi pacing time to bis credit, but being a stable com 
pauion of Haras, it was supposed by many that he would be able to 
beat the natives. Hie wagon was tbe one which waa built for Rarus 
sod elicited the encomiums of all who saw It In Chicago; and Hopeful, 
harue»sed-4wdt, reduced the wagon time four seconds. It only weighs 
sixty-four poinds, and runs so truly that there is tbe lightest possible 
draught wherb four whelie have to be pulled. Nimrod waa tbe favorite 
in the belting, tbe odds being $20 on him. $10 on Sweetzer, and $6 on 
Dsn Rice. AJonsiderable money was invested at these odds, and even 
when Rice won tbe first heat in 2:20)4 there was little variation In the 
rates. For ibis heat Nimrod was the competitor, and in the second 
Sweetzer endeavoied to make the bay succumb. Tbe gray broke soon 
after passing the half mile, aud apain when coming down tbe stretch, 
Rice winning in 2:23. The third heat Rice broke noon after the word 
was eiven. and all of bis chances were lost. Sweetzer and Nimrod had 
a coutinned struggle for the pride of place, tbe Eastern representative 
outlasting his competitor, winning In 2:22)4. 

Before the word could be given for the fourth heat It became so dark 
that tbe judges were forced to postpone the finish until tbe next day 
at 1 p. m. 

Ou Thursday three races were to be decided, or rftther the flulsh of 
the pacing race from tbe day before, and the 2:36 and 2:31 classes. Ou 
Wednesday Dan Klee won two heats and Sweetzer one, aud the con¬ 
tinuation was thought to be favorable for the cbauces of the bay. Tbe 
speed which Sweetzer had showD in the third heat, however, and the 
absolute certainly that further rest would be beneficial Id recovering 
him from the long journey, Induced a majority of the betters to select 
him, aud he justified this estimate by wlnnlDg the fourth and fifth 
heats, the time, 2:21)4, 2:23. Nimrod was second in the fourth and 
Dau Rice lu tbe fifth. There is little question of Sweetzer being one 
of the fastest horses that ever has shown, and Splon regards him as 
the very fastest horse In harness he ever saw. He has been nosteady, 
but is improving in this respect, and with the benefit of being able to 
work him all through the Winter, as can be done In California, tbe 
chances are favorable for him forgetting his previous flightinese. 

The trotting races were won handily by the victors, tbe 2:31 class 
being captured In three heats, the 2:36 In four. Monarch, a Woodburn 
horse, owned by J. B. Baggin, won the first, and Volunteer, owned by 
Daniel Brown, of Petaluma, captured the second. Monarch's time was 
3:88, 2:31, aud 2:80)4 Prophet wsb second in each of the heats, Bar¬ 
ney, Alice Garrattand John Chambers tbe other starters. 

The starters In tbe 2:26 were Volunteer, Nellie McClellan, Zero and 
Bodfe. Volunteer won the first, third sod fourth heats, Nellie Mr- 
the second. Tbe time of the heats were 2:30^,2:30)4,2:29, 
9:83)4. Tbe winners were the favorites In ibe betting all through. 

Ou Nov. 9, the fine weather and tbe fact that tbe celebrated borse 
Rarus would ba speeded, and the interest centering in the advertised 
races, drew a largo crowd to tbe Oakland Trotting Park. The first 
race was a three-in-flve contest between Judge Fullerton, Adelaide and 
Doty, for a purse of $1,000. Fullerton was a gr« at favorite lu the pools, 
which averaged about $200 on him, to $50on Adelaide and $80 on Doty, 
rullerton drew tbe pole. Doty second and Adelaide third. They got 
away well together on the first heat, Doty breaking soon after, but re- 
coverlng himself, and doing fine trotting, they made tbe first quarter in 
:35)4,the halfin 1:10, and round I Dg Into the homestretch came ibun- 
uoring down neck and neck, and shot under the wire at the same in- 
®tant, producing a dead heat In 2:21)4. The pools now chopped to $100 
011 the favorite, $95 on Doty, and $50 on Adelaide, at which rates they 
were snapped up to large amounts by tbe friends of the various horses. 
.The second heat they got away well together, tbe horses bolding 
Jbelr original positions, the contest to the half between Fullerton and 
being close, Adelaide behaving badly—tbe quarter being made in 
half in 1:10)4. Fullerton a half length ahead, which position 
beld to the close, which he made lu 9:23)4- The pools again veered 
jo $ 100 on Fnllerton,$50 on Doty aod $30 on Adelaide. After a little 
■jonogthey again got a pretty atari on the third heat. Doty again 
oroke before reaching the first tu»n. bnt loat little by It. All were 
ih»? n * bUDCb ' and It was at once discovered from evident confusion 
ini 1 *°“«thlng unusual bad taken place.

The bficken of Fullerton now looked blue, as tbe 
Fusibilities of a “distance’' being declared created a chance for an Im¬ 


do, and ft will work very well on a email scale. Its advantages 
seem to be tbe perfect protection of tbe egga from light, insects, 
rata, etq., when the covers are on, its cleanliness, and perfect 
confinement of fish, which are, In my opinion, overbalanced by 
the disadvantages of being cumbrous, occupying too much space 
with a small number of eggs, and the difficulty of floating off egg 
shells. 

Mr. 8chleber has a few California salmon a year old, from a lot 
of 25,000 eggs which he received last season, but which were re¬ 
ported to Prof. Baird &b all spoiled. He says that be picked out 
some eight thousand eggs that looked good, and from these he 
hatched fifteen hundred fish, moet of which he put in the Weser. 
This is another instance of the hardiness of this fish, for the ship¬ 
ment of last year, which was opened in Bremen for the first time 
since leaving California, was a mass of rotten paste which In fer¬ 
mentation developed, In some cases, a heat of 80 ° in the center, 
although some few good looking eggs were found in the corners, 
or which had been near enough to the top to get the benefit of 
the ice drip. 

After formally depositing the egga the procession returned to 
town where a luncheon was served and the United States Fishery 
Commission warmly toasted in fruity Liebfr&uenmllch and Nler- 
steiner, not forgettiug the Deutsche Flacherei Verein. 

There is a dam on the Weser at Hameln which is ten feet high 
and around which a fishway has been made. The fishway is good 
and solidly built but the entrance la on one side and difficult to 
find, but tbe citizens of Hameln do not wish them to find it, for 
they fish at the dam and have a flat-boat on each side of the river 
carrying a large dip net and when a salmon 1 b seen to jump they 
Bcoop him in, the old story of the goose with the golden egg. 
Fishermen are the same the world over, and the fact that if they 
allowed the salmon to go above and breed would increase the 
number In a few years is nothing; they Want salmon, and want 
them now. Before a railway wsb built the fish were all consumed 
here, but since that time no surplus is returned to tbe river as 
before, but goes to Berlin, where, the people at Hameln say, they 
can’t tell good salmon from bad ones, and flab taken out of 
season which they would not buy find a ready market there. If 
this state of things goes on we will have to send eggs from 
America every year, for the best spawning grounds are above 
Hameln. 

Two rivers, the Werra and Fulda by their junction form the 
Weser, and on the former near Oeynhauscn is another dam aud 
fishway which has Its mouth in better position. Still, in my opin¬ 
ion, no fishway is placed to the best advantage which Is not above 
the dam, that is, cut through the center of the dam and run up 
iuto the pool above. Then the fish do not pass its mouth, but find 
it readily at the foot and middle of the obstruction; but I do not 
know of a fishway so built. 

Salmon do not have to pass the dam at Hameln to go up the 
Werre as that stream comes in below it. A wire fence placed 
diagoually in tbe stream with its upper end leading into the fish¬ 
way would most probably obviate the bad position of the entrance 
by leading the fish Into it, but how the people of Hameln would 
regard this is another thing. They consider the salmon of the Weser 
as theirs, and accordingly take measures to exterminate them as 
do the fishermen on the lower Hudson who try to stop every shad 
from the breeding grounds by nets from shore to shore, but 
whether they should be allowed to do this is another question. 
The people of Hameln would cry out if some town below should 
build a dam and stop their salmon, but they do not consider those 
who are on the river above their city. 

The fishway at Hameln is made In the common manner with 
alternate openings in the partitions or obstructions, which are 
about twelve feet apart with a fall of about one in twelve, and la 
solidly built of stone, with brick partitions. 

The one at Oeynbausen has no openings in the dams, which 
form leaps of a foot in height at intervals of twelve feet. The 
dam at this place is a curiosity; it is twelve feet high aud has a 
cast-iron frame work which is hinged at the bottom to lie down 
aud let the Ice pass over it, for the dam is removed in Winter or 
8pring. The frame work holds upright strips of plank which are 
merely kept in place by the pressure of the water, their upper 
ends being rounded into a handle for removing. 

The old town of Hameln is where the “Pied Piper” banished 
the rats with which it was infested, and who, when the authori¬ 
ties refused him his promised payment, again struck up his pipes 
and charmed the children so that they followed him Into the 
mountain which opened for them and closed behind them, sb re¬ 
corded in the poem familiar to childhood as the '‘Pled Piper of 
Hameln.” The old house Is6hown and the lane which leads to 
the hill behind, and to this day there is a city ordinance agalust 
music on this street. F. M. 

Safe Arrival of tub Salmon E 009 in Germany. —Last 
week we announced the safe arrival of tbe eggs of the 
California Balmon sent by Prof. Baird to Germany, France 
and Holland. Mr. Mather sailed in the Oder on Oct. 12, as we 
announced in our issue of that date, with the shipment as fol¬ 
lows: France, 100,060; England, 15,000; Germany, 250,000; 
Holland, 100,000. Those for France and England were delivered 
on the 22d at Southampton and the remainder reached Bremen on 
the 24th. The success was complete, as the eggs were in as good 
condition after their journey of 6,000 miles, occupying twenty- 
seven days, as if they had remained in the hatching troughs. 

—A writer in the London Field asks for Information on the 
habits of American brook-trout, and gives his experience with 
them as follows: “Would some of your readers who are inter¬ 
ested in the introduction ofS. fontinolis into our English streams 
kindly give me and others their experience( Mine is briefly the 
the following: Three years since I put In some 8. fontinalls one 
year old; they were seen about the spot for a few days. The next 
tidings 1 bad of them were In the following way: About six months 
after they were turned in, a friend of mine caught one about seven 
inches in length, three miles up stream, and returned the same; 
he told me the markings were most beautiful. In June, 1877, two 
thousand more were placed In tbe stream, and In July of this 
year a gentleman caught a 8. fontinalls six inches in length some 
Beven miles up stream. These are the only two instances of their 
existence. Although I have watched closely the lower parts of 
the stream, I have failed to discover auy. What can have become 
of them? I may add, 8. fario do very well in the river, and grow 
to a good fize. Pike, if they are seen, live but a Bhort time, aud 
the only other coarse fish I have are dace.” 

—The last Been of the sea-serpent he put in an appearance off 
tbe coast of Norway, and among the witnesses waa Mr. Joachim 
Anderson, cousul at Aalesund, and “formerly member of the jury 
at Philadelphia for the fishing group.” He, the Berpent, not Mr. 
Anderson, had ahead like that of a big dog, but very flat; a trunk 
seventy feet long and two feet thick, but no mane or scales. Mr. 
Anderson is not a man who sees things “through a glass, darkly” 
and if be says he saw a sea-serpent we are not ashamed to say that 
we believe It One of these days one will be caught, aud then 
the scoffers will be confounded as they have been with the giant 
cophalopod. The great ribbon fish, found by the naturalist J. 
Mathew Jones, of Halifax, on the rocks of Bermuda, aud whose 
skeleton is now in the British Museum, was eighteen feet long 
and a very respectable “sea-serpent.” We do not think the “ser¬ 
pent” Is a reptile, but believe that all men are not liars, if Paul 
did say so in haste.

to tbe same Influences as other men. It will help to Illustrate the 
justice of these remarks If I Instance a few cases bearing on the 
point. Let us see how those beat acquainted with the weak¬ 
nesses of Judges—from being judges themselves—estimate the 
Importance of a reputation on tbe decisions given at dog shows. 
During tbe last Crystal Palace show, held under be auspices of 
the Kennel Club, we And the president of the Keunel Club, when 
he feels his dogs hard pressed by other competitors, even consid¬ 
ers It necessary that the judge should be fully conscious that they 
are his property, and he accordingly leads out his own dogs be¬ 
fore the judge that he has In committee appointed toofflelate.and 
Is rewarded for hla knowledge of human nature. Again, we see 
two dogs that had changed hands previous to the show, were, to 
secure their success for their new owners, led into tbe ring, by 
arrangement, by the keepera with whom they had been previously 
associated. The fact of such matters being arranged by leading 
men In the doggy w rid speaks volumes. Oft-times men are en¬ 
gaged ami paid to lead out dogs for unknown exk bitors, because 
they have Been connected with auccessful dogs! lhls is how 
those beet acquainted with Judges estimate the Influence of a 
name. Another gentleman, a judge, too, and a ".ember of the 
K C , travels hundreds of miles only to lead out before the judges 
dogs that do not belong to him. The reason obvious. He 
feels his reputation will assist his father to win with the kennel 
that once belonged to him. It cannot be because it Is thought 
the dogs will show themselves better with him, because they by 
their action make it clear they do not even know him. We could 
“ but one more case will be sufficient for our pur¬ 

pose It Is now notorious that a gentleman that has been most 
successful with only two dogs, has fully recognized the necessity 
of the judge knowing to whom the dogs belong. He will never 
alow his dogs, good as they are, logo to a show unless he or Ms 
brother Is there to lead them out before the judges. He fre- 
quenriy laughs at It, and says: "They might not know my dogs 
unless I was with them.” He attributes much of his success to 
1 the early recognition of the fact that a reputation for success 
n anv h eed of dogs has a great Influence on the judge, espe-

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Retrievers and Irish Water Spaniels. 

St. Louib, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field :—Since agitating the subject of re¬ 
trievers In your columus some eighteen mouths ago, I have had 
much conversation and still more correspondence with owners, 

w0 uld-be possessors of specimens of the breed, but as these 
have, as a rule, been confined to praise of their dogs or Inquiries 

^ where purchases could be made, I have not seen much 
practical good result from the opening of the question. In 
vaunting the black English retriever I was perfectly aware that 
1 , ( , would require no recommendation from me were he only more 
zener&Hy known In the States, and therefore I believed that his 
not being so was solely due to the paucity of numbers of the 
brC ed that had crossed the water. In this conviction I suggested 
that It would well repay breeders to have some shipped from Eng¬ 
land. snd to breed for the market here. I have not heard of 
this having been done In a single case, but I have gathered 
enough facts as to how few English black retrievers there are in 
America, to still further convince me of the advisability of Im¬ 
portation, or at any rate the careful preservation aud cautious 
breeding from the specimens now over here. 

Personally the effect of retriever ventilation has been moBt sat¬ 
isfactory to me as, his attention having by It been drawn to the 
advisability of care In the selection of a mate for his bitch, Mr. 
Smales, of Fairmont, In Minnesota, secured the services of a 
very fine Imported dog for his slut, which Is of a breed that has 
been kept for many generations past by his family In Yorkshire; 
and from a very handsome bitch pup which resulted from that 
union I hope to keep myself iu retrievers for the rest of my time, 
but the paucity of which I write forces me to look a very long 
time ahead to secure a fitting dog for me to breed from. 

I notice an advertisement In your columns for the sale of some 
puppies got by Lord Nelson from Mr. Gorse’e kennel, and even 
la Eugland should not look the least farther a-field than him for 
a stud dog, Mr. Gorse's breed having for quite forty years beeu 
recorded the beet in Great Britain. For some reason or other 
the breeding of ratrlevera was, till lately, recognized as apper¬ 
taining to tbe duties and a perquisite of the game-keeper class 
iu England, only one or two puppies, to keep up the breed, hav¬ 
ing been retained on an estate, and in coneequeuce there have 
been but few great retriever kennels, such as Mr. Gorse’s, and 
naturally but few such specimens as his Jet, Windham and Nel- 
eou were ever seen. He has, I believe entirely, bred tbe curly 
coated, which Is perhaps the most fashionable, though both the 
smooth coated, tbe wavy, aud the flat, shaggy animals are perhaps 
quite as useful; Indeed, I do not believe that curly coated as 
both parents may be the whelps are Invariably curly; flat, 
smooth, or wavy may certainly be found In the same litter from 
say flat-coated parents. Similarly tbe presence of a modicum of 
white cannot be considered as condemnatory of the breed, as the 
offspring of parents, both black as Erebus, often show a little 
white, generally on the chest, and which, though not reckoned 
fashionable, is purely capricious, aud therefore should not be 
heavily penalized on the bench. The continuation of the adver¬ 
tisement to which I have alluded, through more than a single 
Issue of your paper surprises me much, as though Mr. Stnale’s 
hitch cannot claim any such aristocratic connections as Lord Nel¬ 
son, undoubtedly must plead guilty to, he was I know overrun 
with applications for puppies, whilst mental arithmetical powers 
of the highest order are necessary for me to remember the num¬ 
ber of really good sportsmen who are anxious to own specimens 
sseoonas I breed from Night, tbe bitch he gave me, and who, 
by the by, Is now In her first heat. Possibly the apathy on the 
first, and avidity on the second, part Is due to the fact that 
neithor of us proposed to sell our pups, though the very moderate 
price of a fiver should never prevent a sportsman from securing a 
flog of a breed pre-eminent for Its beauty, courage, tenderness 
companionship and general utility, especially when from such a 
strain as Mr. Gorse’s. 

Whilst writing about the retriever as I now do the question of 
comparison between him and the red Irish water spaniel Is forced 
Into consideration. I am a great admirer of the latter, and 
would In no way be a detractor from bis merits, but I observe 
that the fashion Into which he seems to have fallen In the United 
States Is greatly at the expense of the retriever, who I cannot but 
believe to be bis superior in every respect. In looks, temper, sym¬ 
metry and power the Patlander seems to me to be almost Insig¬ 
nificant by tbe side of his black rival. He should measure only 
eomii twenty Inches In height, and be strong, of course in propor¬ 
tion; whilst tbe retriever out-tops him by several inches,weighing 
from seventy to one hundred pounds, aud with a nearly double 
carrying capability. The spaniel Is a veritable plodder In compari¬ 
son with the splendid striding gallop of the other, who will make 
nothing of a five barred gate with an old jack hare In his mouth; 
and the affection and companionship of the retriever far exceeds 
that of the Irishman. 

Ou land the spaniel must, for the reasons given above, be In¬ 
ferior to the retriever, even If we grant (which I do not do per¬ 
sonally) that their noses are equal, and I am convinced that in 
water the retriever has no superior, his Labrador descent ensures 
that much. Perhaps the best Irish water spaniels ever shown In 
England belonged to Mr. Llndoe, of the Royal Engineers, and 
though of these Rake was first-class, his Blarney was the beBt. 
The latter was an Intimate friend of mine In Malta, and would do 
nearly as much for me as for his master In aod out of water; yet 
I had a bull dog, that In It could discount him, while he again, 
except In hts wonderful diving ability, could not hold a candle to 
most of the retrlevera that I have owned. To speak of Mr. 
Ltndoe’B Irish spaniels, Is much the same as to speak of Mr. 
Gorse’s retrievers, as far as relative excellence la concerned, and 
the comparison Is therefore of value. 

Adherents of tbe spaniel theory In the States claim the 
following as advantages over retrievers: First, color, and second, 
superiority of coat for Winter water. Brown may possibly have 
some some advantage over black In duck shooting, as by reason 
of its nearness to the color of dead rushes it may be less apt to 
scare wild fowl, bat I am so far prejudiced as not to attach much 
value to the distinction, as a dog Is the least conspicuous object 
n a boat, and In blind or fligbt shooting a well-broken retriever 
Is always hidden, even If it la only behind the form of hla master, 
*nd In a crawl to open water he will obey the order to stay be¬ 
hind the bush or weeds from which the stalk is commenced. In 
the fens of Lincolnshire or on the Norfolk Broads, where by 
far the best wild fowl shooting In England Is to be had, the dog 
used, whether he be the pure bred of the squire, or the crossed 
lurcher of the poacher or professional duck shooter, Is almost 
invariably black, and though Irishmen may naturally point out that 
on Lough Corrib or the Shannon the prevailing hue Is red, It may 
oc considered certain that If the color made any great difference 
•he Bpantel would long ago have superseded the retriever of the 
English wild fowler. 

As to the second point, that of coat, it Is urged by admirers of 

e spaniel that nature has given him a certain olllneas about the 
oots of his coat which allows him to remain longer In the water, 
It ^ ** ver J c °ld, than the retriever, and also that, owing to 
I, he becomes a less objectionable companion when lifted Into a 

at, by reason of his coat having absorbed less water; oo both of 
d "J 6 considerations as well as their sequence, that of the 
■ g • lesser liability to take cold, I should like to be satisfied be¬ 


fore giving the spaniel a credit for It, which could be easily done 
by weighing a dog of each breed before sending them Into water, 
keeping them swimming for a certain time and then weighing 
them again directly they landed, the proportional difference would 
settle the question. 

Many ycarB past I saw obout four specimens of a splendid breed 
of Irish water spaniels which materially differed from those 
usually seen; they must have stood about twenty-five or twenty-six 
Inches at the shoulder, were more ridgy than curly aud hod no 
curl top-knot; I believe they came from near Limerick, aud had 
all the style and nearly all of the virtues of the retriever, but It is 
not of such that I am at present treating, they were even then very 
scarce and commanded immense prices, and I don’t know whether 
they can be got now. 

Mr. friend Mr. Cundy, of Owatonna, Wts., proposes to produce 
a model dog by crossing the Irish spaniel with the Chesapeake 
Bay dog, a union which at first would seem to promise a catastro¬ 
phe secondjonly to the “Cyprus Hybrid;” but he thoroughly knows 
what he is about, and I wish him every success; Indeed, so far as 
trying to get him the best specimens of the spaniel I must plead 
guilty to Deing particepa crimmis In his departure from old estab¬ 
lished theories; the Labrador—setter cross must at first have 
Beemed a bold Innovation ou custom, and yet has resulted admira¬ 
bly, and It is quite possible that Mr. Cundy’s speculative cross 
may yet give us what we are all looking for, a retrieving dog per¬ 
fect In all respects. _ Ubique. 

A Few Dog Pictures. 


Boston, Mass. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The lover of dogs seldom has an 
opportunity to Bee and enjoy so many pictures of his favorites at 
one time as we bad the other day, unless It be at some avowed 
exhibition of sporting pieces, like that given by the Massachu¬ 
setts Kennel Club last spring. 

Remembering a very cordial Invitation extended some time 
ago we made the ascent of Innumerable Bights of stairs, and 
dropped nearly exhausted upon the lounge In the studio of 
Frank W. Rogers, 

Mr. Rogers received us very cordially, and evinced as much 
pleasure in showing the pictures he had made of his canine 
friends as John or Robert Nesbitt would In parading the last Im¬ 
portations of the Harvard Kennel Club. The first picture which 
caught our eye, was a small drawing on wood of Countess Vesta, 
just ready for the engraver’s burin, and when finished will adorn 
the pages of this paper. 

We next saw an oil painting of four little fox-terrier pups 
playing In some straw. They made a very pleasing study; 
and one copied from life, being a litter out of Al. Watt’s Vixen, 
by his Turk, both of whom are of good pedigree. 

A large lemon and white setter’s head stared at us from the 
canvas, and we readily understood why It was called “Who 
whistled!’’ A life-size Gordon's head, with a quail In its mouth 
very forcibly reminded us that the law was now off. 

Dr. Greenough's black and white setter Moll Is a good portrait, 
but not so pleasing as a nearly life-size picture of his Ned, who is 
a very well formed animal, beautifully marked, and stands with 
head erect, feet well placed, and Btern extended. 

A winter scene, showing a Scotch terrier trembling with the 
cold and looking beseechingly at the closed door, caused us to 
feel a slight shiver. 

We found In one corner the outline of a composition, which 
we think will tax onr friend’s powers to the utmost. He calls it: 
“Why Jack did not eat his Sapper,” and represents a very com¬ 
mon kennel experience of one dog eating his food and at the 
same time preventing his companion from partaking with him. 

Two large companion pictures called "Opposition to Imposi¬ 
tion” represent, very naturally both sides of a rat hole In some 
dilapidated out-building, a cat watching on one side and a bun- 
terrier on tbe other; near the cat is an old-fashioned rat trap, 
which probably Is to the aoimals the “imposition,” as likely to 
interfere with their legitimate occupation. “An Unexpected 
Visitor” Is well rendered. Two kittens In their play suddenly 
become aware of the presence of a diminutive skye-terrler who 
seems to enjoy very calmly their alarm. 

We had nearly forgotten, perhaps because It Is so small, but to 
our mind one of his best compositions called "A Sportsman’s 
Luck.” Tbe sportsman, with gun reversed under his arm, fol¬ 
lowed by a brace of setters with dejected heads, is slowing forcing 
his way against a driving rain-storm. This Is merely a study 
from which a larger one is to be made. It will recall similar ex¬ 
periences to the minds of many of our readers. 

Besides these, which we have described very cursorily, Mr. 
Rogers has two paintings now on exhibition which the art critics 
of the dally press have spoken so well about that we quote their 
words: 

“At Doll & Richards's is a palotlng of a brlndle terrier by F. 
W. Rogers, which, In its way, Is tbe best thing he has yet done. 
The dog lies curled up asleep, but so lightly as to make one feel 
that In a second ho might spring up full of the nervous energy of 
his race. The peculiar action of repose Is expressed admirably; 
the picture Is full of life and substance, showing that the artist 
has spent his Summer to good advantage, having advanced much 
In drawing and as much In painting. The former Is shown by 
the firm, sure modeling; the latter In the rich, full tones so 
carefully and yet so confidently given. There ought to be a 
good future for ajyoung artist who can do a thing like this." 

“Mr. Frank Rogers In hla last picture, a nearly life-sized por¬ 
trait of the fox-hound Bugler, has fairly surpassed most of his 
former efforts, If not all of them. In saying this we are fully 
aware that there baa been very little criticism on several that he 
has painted within the last year. Here be has an unusually fine 
subject. It la a splendid specimen of the full-blooded fox¬ 
hound. Any dog fancier would be enthusiastic over the subject, 
and those who have any fondness for dogs and are but little in¬ 
formed on the ’points’ cannot but admire the animal. The 
dog Is quietly at rest, lying down on hlB blanket at the end of 
his chain. The drawing Is free and firm ; the composition Is all 
that can be desired; and the modeling is accurate throughout. 
No artist but one who has an eye educated to this work by 
studying the canine race, to which must be added well-founded 
confidence in himself and natural Inclination to the work, could 
have painted this as Mr. Rogers has.” 

Bugler Is now three years old and owned by Charles Brown of 
North Somerville, Mass.; coupled with Piper, he took the first 
prize at the bench show of the Massachusetts Kennel Club last 
spring. _ Major. 

The Witchery of Retrieving.

I have ever been of the opinion that whips and force collars 
are baneful agents In this branch of a dog’s education, aDd should 
properly be relegated to the province of hard-headed, stubborn 
and willful subjects, and the longer I live and handle the canine 
pupil the stronger rooted do my convictions become. 

There Is far more Inhumanity than good sense or a knowledge 
of the dog’s nature exhibited by advocates of brutal force and the 
practitioners of principles involved In the ways and meanB which 
they adopt, which servo, I must confess, to attain or hasten the 


ends of ambitious handlers, but fail to make the subject perform 
with tbe pride and fearlessness of a volunteer and the discipline 
of a regular. 

Come then, reader, If you have already preserved a vernal blos¬ 
som from your kennel yard, that’B now prepared e’en to arrest, 
with unerring nose and keen, the tireath of Eolus, upon autumnal 
winds, tainted with the grateful odor of little Bob White. Think 
twice, aye, thrice and more ere you adopt other devices than 
those which good common sense may prompt, or other modes of 
exercise than those which the glo* or bouncing ball supply. 

Should the wheels of business on the mercantile track before 
the store, the banking or the counting house await your pres¬ 
ence at nine; or you are a farmer and the lowing herd and squeal¬ 
ing swine beg your garnered grain, then you must quit you couch 
at six, have a snug fire In a spare room—make It yourself, and 
you’ll feel all the better for It—and before any one Is Btlrring 
call “pup" In fora “brush," and talk to and joke hlrn while you 
get his playthings ready and are stealing a quiet “fog-killer” to 
put your bark In trim. 

We will not suppose this to be your first trial, but take for 
granted that yon have thrown a ball or glove for him to bring at 
least three or four times before, and that now he Is somewhat ex¬ 
pectant of hla exercise—I may say his genuine fun—and Is danc¬ 
ing with delight to be able to run and seek bis object aod fetch 
It to the cheerful “Ingle,” and to have master say: “Bully dogt” 
Btroke him along the back and ribs, taper his tail, and to look 
and feel right out of his eyes that without this dog no world 
tbere'd be for him. 

After “pup” has brought now from behind the door, off of 
every chair, and has learned to pall his glove to him with his 
paw, when It Is too faron tbe table for his mouth to reach, hold 
him by you with one had, and with the other make a feint as of 
throwing, and bring the glove behind your back or under your 
leg, saying at same time “Fetch, fetch 1" or, “Go fetch," and 
after he starts and stops to wonder at this trick, toss the glove 
upward and beyond him against the wall without his seeing tbe 
motion of your hand. Such delight will now be evinced at this 
reward for his steady gazing and patience as you never Baw be¬ 
fore, and he will return with his prize with renewed spirit and 
earnestness. 

Presto! you have a ball now in your hand In lieu of the glove, 
a aolid India rubber one, too, small enough for “pup” to take in 
bis mouth and which he cannot gnaw and pull on, and not so 
small but that he will be obliged to hold up hts head to prevent 
Its falling out of bis mouth, compelling him to come with a high 
and proud bearing. 

Did you ever see, reader, a pup slip up on his stern or fall “ker¬ 
thump" on hie ribs In his vain efforts to stop the skipping, fleet¬ 
ing and deceptive object of his search 1 Then cast your ball ten- 
pin-alley-like along tbe floor and towards the bottom of the wall, 
which will be sure to beat “pup" by a yard or so to the wainscot, 
where, rebounding, It comes tearing rat-like right back on Its 
course and between four feeble legs that now go up as aforesaid 
from the body's Impetus, and leave somebody's little dog sprawl¬ 
ing on the treacherous floor. Ten to one you now get tbe ball 
first every time, and which you must throw back to him easily 
and solace him with an opportunity of retrieving, and cover up 
the misfortune which prompts him Inwardly to say: “Slips that 
time.” 

This diversion Is not Intended any more for the benefit of your 
pupil, than to supply proper food for your own humor and per¬ 
haps fickle temper without tbe control of which no one Is fitted 
to undertake the management of a well-bred dog. While you 
make yourself companionable at this early age of the puppy, 
by rewarding him and caressing him, you command the same re¬ 
gard as does tbe big school boy of tbe little one when he fights 
his battles for him and takes him to bis bed at Dight. 

Now open the bed-room door If you arc near one, and extend 
pup’s circuit and range a bit further, by throwing the ball along 
the length of two rooms, saying, “Fetch, fetch It here,” each 
time; now Into the wood-box and under the bed where there is 
not any glass, and if you are not a newly-made Benedict visions 
of broom-sticks will not mar tbe unadulterated pleasure attendant 
upon this branch of tuition, and pup will undoubtedly reap a 
double benefit, and yon may conclude these exercises by whistling 
a matinee.

I am not the dog-poisoner. If that foul fiend were pointed 
out to me In the street, I most, assuredly would use my Influence 
to lynch him on the nearest lamp-post. Not being that cruel 
and 6tn-laden wretch, I am necessarily In the dark as to the kind 
of poison most commoDly used, but responding to a request 
made In this Journal a week or two ago, I think I can, in 
few words, give some hints on canine toxicology which may be 
useful to those who may have the misfortune to have valuable 
animals drugged. We medical men usually divide the best 
known poisons Into three classes, calling them narcotics, irri¬ 
tants, and narcotlco-irrltants, and our plan of treatment when 
poison has been swallowed Is to endeavor to promote Its discharge 
from the system by emetics, etc., and to try, by antidotes, to 
counteract the operation of that portion which cannot be so dis¬ 
charged. 

I should imagine that the poisons most commonly thrown 
down to dogs were In the form of powders of great strength and 
virulence, and such as could be easily Introduced into a bone or 
morsel of meat of any kind. It Is really a pity that the sale of 
poisonous drugs act should not he more rigorously enforced, such 
enforcement, combined with the efforts of long-headed detectives 
—who, by-the way, are few and far between—would be the beat 
protection against dog-poisoning. Nay, by-the-way, there Is one 
other—and now I want, If possible, to hit some dog-owners 
straight across the knuckles. I mean that class of them who keep 
dogs to be an annoyance to their neighbors. Dogs should on no 
account be allowed to become so, either by staying out at night, 
roaming abroad without a human companion by day, or keeping 
people awake by their howllngs, which latter they never will do 
If properly housed, watered, and fed. If onr canine fovorites 
were better looked after and more sensibly used, It is my firm 
conviction that cases of poisoning would be rare enough, aye, 
and rabies too. 

The oommoneBt symptoms of poisoning are fits of vomiting and 
retching, In which tbe contents of tbe stomach are'discharged, 
with frothy matter and mucous, dark, and often mixed with 
blood. There 1s great thirst, and the poor animal seems not In 
pain only, but In agony. There may also be purging, lockjaw, 
distressing fits, or fainting. The dog may be lying down, con¬ 
stantly moaning, except when the fits come on, with blood pass¬ 
ing from the mouth and nostrllB; or he may frequently utter 
sharp and plaintive cries. Although there are several diseases 
which simulate poisoning, still, taking concomitant circumstances 
Into account—the suddenness of tbe onset, and perhaps the fact 
that the dog has been In some likely spot to pick up something— 
the accident is not difficult to diagnose. Now, when cases of 
this kind occur, our action must be decided and prompt, whether 
we know the kind of poison that has been swaJlowed or not. 
Unfortunately, we seldom know this, although In one case at. 
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least—say phosphorus—the peculiar smell would help our diag¬ 
nosis. However, we cannot be far wrong to give an emetic 
aa soon as possible. The handiest Is probably mustard, but, 
being hot, It Ib difficult to drench the dog with It. People Who 
keep dogs should always have a small supply ot medicaments 
handy, and the sulphate ot sine should bo one of them. From 
ton grains up to a teaspoonful should be mixed In a few ounces— 
two to three—of water, and poured down the dog’s throat. From 
live to twenty grains of the sulphate of copper In a little water 
often acts speedily and well. 

We must next look about for an antidote. If the poison were 
either arsenic or corrosive sublimate, raw eggs would undoubtedly 
do good, or oil and lime-water for the former and flour made Into 
a paBtc with milk for the latter. The antidote to phosphorus Is 
to keep up the vomiting by frequent drenching with gum or bar¬ 
ley water, and administering magnesia In large doses. If anti¬ 
mony—tartar emetic—be the poison, encourage the vomiting by 
draughts of warm milk, and give from three to ten grains of 
tannic acid, with the view of rendering the poison Inert. The 
same antidote has been employed where poison arose from strych¬ 
nine or morphia, after emetics have done all the work they could. 
Olive oil Is also used against strychnia, the animal being kept 
warm, quiet, and dry, and chloroform administered to diminish 
the painful spasms. 

Animal charcoal Is a very good antidote to quite a number of 
deadly poisons, and it Is also a very safe one; It can be given In 
large doses without being productive of anything but good. It 
has the power of absorbing the poison and rendering It Inert. 

I am fully aware that thlB very short paper is anything but per¬ 
fect. I trust, however, that the reader will find In it some fow 
hints which may be serviceable in time of need.—G ordon Sta- 
blbs, M.D., R.N., In Live Stock Journal.

That Mr. Whitman has bred a puppy by Charm not only good 
looking, but good enough to win fairly second place in the 
Nursery Stakes at the Minnesota field trials, is a thing of the 
past, notwithstanding Mr. Rowe’s futile attempts at showing any 
fraud, in which he has logloriously failed. 

The mere assertions of Mr. Rowe are no proof whatever of 
anything farther than a malicious disposition, his whole motive 
being “rule or ruin," unless when he is toadying to influence or 
position—then his dependent, servile nature crops out. When I 
am shown by some competent authority, not the Ciiicaoo Field, 
that the Minnesota Kennel Club cannot take care of its own 
affairs, and that the National American Kennel Club is the 
proper place to bring this matter up, then I at once accept his in¬ 
vitation to bring It before them. 

Mr. Rowe has no control over my actions. I am perfectly in¬ 
dependent of him, and can go with whom 1 please and where I 
please without asking his consent, and will not allow him to dic¬ 
tate to me in matters which are purely my own; and decline any 
further controversy with one whose paper is notoriously known 
for stirring up strife and ungenerous feelings amongst sportsmen, 
and I will not be drawn Into personalities by him.

The New Missouri Kennel. 


St. Louis, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field:— In company with Mr. Walsh, a 
clever sportsmaD and excellant shot, from Ottawa, Kausas, on 
Wednesday lost, I made a very pleasant visit to the newly estab¬ 
lished Missouri kenuel, located on Arsenal road within a short 
distance from Tower Grove Park and the far-famed Shaw’s Gar¬ 
den, near this city. This kennel has been established hero dur¬ 
ing the past six months and is operated by Mr. 8. A. Kaye, lately 
of Chicago. The generous recognition on the part of our resident 
sportsmen of Mr. Kaye’s abilities aa a trainer, evinced by their 
substantial support to his enterprise encourages me lu the belief 
that a few words concerning his kennel in the Chicago Field 
will be read with Interest. 

The buildings occupied by Mr. Kaye arethoseof tbe old county 
farm—a half dozen In number, and with the exception of one or 
two, arc built of brick. The main building is three stories In 
height and at a dlatance resembles a female seminary or board¬ 
ing school building in size, shape and external appearance. In a 
portion of this main building Mr. Kaye resides, while to the rear 
of It are smaller buildings which have been put Into order for the 
care and comfort of the fifty or more dogs now under his charge. 
There is a building for exercising the dogs In bad weather; a 
building containing several strong built pens* for bitches, 
when they are to be kept separate from their male friends. An¬ 
other building which Is divided off into sleeping berths, where 
each dog is chained at night and the door securely locked. A 
building for feeding, a building for keeping puppies to them¬ 
selves, a buildtng for everything under the sun Imaginable in 
connection with the wants and desires of a kennel manager, room 
for a thousand dogs for that matter, and the entire place Is as 
clean, tidy and bright as a new dollar. 

Mr. Kaye sends daily to the Insane asylum adjoining his farm for 
the after-dinner scraps of that extensive iustltull m, upon which 
the dogs are fed—a capital and economical idea this. No better 
food for dogs could be desired—composed, as it la, largely of 
vegetable matter, with a sprinkling of meat, a very palatable, 
digestible and healthy mess. 

Upon the day of ray visit, Lady, a beautiful llver-and-whlte 
pointer bitch, owned by Mr. J. H. Whitman, of Chicago, gave 
birth to eleven nicely marked puppies—nine dogs and two 
bitches—sired by Prince Royal, he by Dllly’s Ranger out of 
Queen. They are a promising lot. Royal 81s, a blue blood 
Rattler—Daisy puppy, eight months old, Ib simply perfect for 
field use, and la owned by Mr. Kaye. His Irish setter Scotchy, by 
) Ranger out of Floss, is a fine animal and the mother of four in¬ 
teresting puppies bv Berkeley—all of which are now in the ken¬ 
nel. Rock, a fine large llver-and-whlte pointer, also belongs to 
Mr. Kaye’s collection, as does Queen of the Lake, a beautiful 
Irish water-spaniel, by Bob oat of Bridget. 

Among the boarders and dogs in Mr. Kaye’s bands for training 
are Dr. Carson’s Paddy, (Thorstien—Loo II.), a grand Irish set¬ 
ter two years of age. Miss Josle McKellop’s Jersey, and Diana, 
lemon-and-whlte setters, Bismarck stock, beautiful dogs and good 
workers In tbe field, are here boarded. Mr. Carl Daenzer’s 
Feltman, a flae Imported Gordon, Is here for board and training, 
but hie education having been neglected for two years, he will, 
we fear, try the patience of his teacher.

Editor Chicago Field: —Coursing Is one of the many field 
sports this part of the world Is an entire stranger to, and when 
the face of the country is so well adapted to It from the extent 
of flat territory, It seems to me a great pity we are obliged (from 
the absence of the fleetfooted hare) to remain with such a void 
In the list of our many recreations and pleasures. I think In some 
respects It takes precedence of shooting, from the fact of being 
able to follow It as you feel inclined, either on horseback or foot, 
having the same satisfaction of seeing your dogs work with less 
fatigue, saying nothing of the many Incidents that occur, all ad¬ 
ding to the zest of what constitutes a good day’s sport. In the 
first place It requires an expert to find pussy In her seat or form, 
resembling as she does the color of the soli, and the manner In 
which she constructs It, by scratching a place the size of herself 
and just deep enough to bring herself on a level with the surface, 
squatting so close (Uhe the squirrel on a limb of a tree), that the 
eye, which is very full and bright, Is the first thing you generally 
catch sight of, and aa long aa you keep yours fixed on that organ 
she will never move until kicked up. Should your attention be 
diverted for a second away she goes, knowing she has been dis¬ 
covered, and never returns to tbe same seat. It is something 
marvelous to witness with what rapidity she avoids a brace of fleet 
greyhounds by doubling and twisting In all directions, and It Is 
her eye that eventually saves her from the dogs’ grasp. Laying 
her long ears close to her shoulders and turning the pupil buck 
by which means she is enabled to watch every movement of her 
formidable enemy. But for this she could not Btand the least 
chance of evading the long lurches made on her every mluute. I 
have sat on my horse many a time, uttering lu my excitement, 
“Now they have her, now they have her I” but no, not yet, that 
muse of hers has to be reached somehow, and rather than not go 
her accustomed way through tbe hedge she will die, which is 
often the case, just In the act of making It. A cunning dog 
knowing from experience that hls time has come, by throwing 
himself right on to her. (This ts the spot where the poacher sets 
hls gin.) I remember once while leaning on the top rail of a elx- 
bar gate watching the hare’s narrow escapes, her running under¬ 
neath the lower one, coming with force against my shins, so little 
notice was she taking of anything before her, when she made a 
double back under tbe same rail; the dogs taking it atone 
bound, coming to a non plus on the other side, wondering what 
had become of her, fora greyhound only runs by sight, no scent 
whatever, only when crossed with another breed. 

A course Is lively work from beginning to the end, seldom last¬ 
ing In an enclosed cover over fifteen minutes. But this sport to 
be seen In Its perfection Is at the Spring meetings, when all the 
pure bred dogs are entered and matched for large suinB. These 
meetings are held In March generally, down in the low grading 
grounds, resembling the prairies as far as being level and open Is 
concerned, the only obstruction being the wide ditches used for 
drainage; hut these are crossed and recrossed by both dogs and 
hare. 

The greyhounds used at these meetings are bred to perfection, 
looking like the Italian, only higher on the leg, but remarkably 
built for speed; they are brought on the ground In body-clothes, 
matched, placed In a pair of spring couples, held by a man. The 
hare is found about two blocks off, giving her a good grace, un¬ 
seated, the couples spring and away they go. The dog who turns 
puss first taking the prize; the rear dog picking her up. I 
should like to hear of the trial being made of importing the 
hare to these parts, and if any means coaid be adopted for her 
safe arrival, and large enough for breeding purposes, being ono 
of the most timid creatures, she would be liable to beat herself to 
death if caged. I could say more about this but feel trespassing 
somewhat. _ O'S. 

Wht Tempest was Taken.— Chicago, Ill .—Editor Chicago 
Field :—Your pertinent Inquiry regarding Tempest I will plainly 
and honestly answer. The manager of the bench show desired 
my dogs to remain as they were oneof the attractions of the show, 
and by the rules I had no right to take them away without hls 
consent, all this you very well know.

I did not take her from any dishonorable or dishonest 
motive. I wanted a few days' shooting, and could not take Clip¬ 
per or Maggie May. Mr. Davidson had three dogs of bis own 
with him, and did not shoot a bird over Tempest, and I hardly 
think he saw her make more than one point as, although we were 
lu company, each having Ills own dogs to shoot over, worked 
them io different localities, though generally in sight of each 
other. Your insinuations you can continue until dooms day, If 
you like, hut when you show the same honorable disposition that 
I have to answer the chargee you have made, the public may view 
your motive as an honorable one, hat thus far your abuse and 
insinuations regarding me and my kennel too plainly show the 
motive which governs your articles. J- H. Wuitman. 

[Mr. Whitman acknowledges Mr. Davidson saw Tempest make 
at least one point. That Ib what we wanted Mr. Whitman 
to acknowledge. Monday night (the night before the trials) 
at Sauk Center we asked Mr. Davidson what sort of a 
puppy Tempest was, and be replied, “Capital, she’s a good one.” 
Mr. Davidson had seen her In the field and prejudged her. We 
mention this for the reason that we received two letters protest¬ 
ing against Mr. Davidson as a judge, if he was going off shooting 
with Mr. Whitman, as had been reported. The night Mr. David¬ 
son left for St, Paul he called at our house with Mr. Waller,when, 
before Mr. Waller, we asked him If he was going oft shooting with 
Mr. Whitman. At that time we thought so highly of Mr. David¬ 
son and had such confidence In him we did not suppose he could 
be influenced by being off with Mr. Whltnan, but feeling confident 
that If It was known It would cause the fairness of hls decis¬ 
ions to be questioned, we Intended if he had answered In the 
affirmative to dissuade him from it. But Mr. Davidson replied 
“No,” and In a tone of voice which satisfied us he understood the 
Importance of the question. Great was our surprise, therefore, 
when on Friday at the beach show we learned that Mr. Davidson 
had that morning gone off with Mr. Whitman, aud Tempest also. 
Mr. Whitman had two other dogs with him—one of which he had 
shot over In KanBae, "Prince Mohawk;” why the necessity of 
Tempest 1 Mr. Whitman will pardou us, we make no insinu¬ 
ations, but direct charges, that the most outrageous partiality and 
favoritism were shown hls dogs by Mr. Davidson Id the trials. 
And Mr.Whitman Is well aware that such an Impression was gen¬

American Rifles. 

„ Council BLurrs, Iowa. 

Editor Chicago Field:—I n your paper of the 20th of October I 
notice an article signed B. R. B. in whicn he says: “I have found It 
Impossible to bit deer at forty to fifty yards, with any American rifle 
I ever used. At 100 to 150 yards they would hit, but not kill.” 

This siatemeut being so evidently preposteroas, I thonght it un¬ 
worthy of notice, and tried to forget that such a statement had been 
made. But being a gnn maker by trade, and the statement, if trae, 
being each a severe reflection upon the skill of American gnn-inakere 
the more I tried to forget It, the more strongly it became impressed 
upon my mind, and I can only find relief, by colling attention to the 
absurdity of the statement that, B. R. B.. “or any other man," could hit 
a deer at 100 to 150 yards and coaid not hit one at 40 to 50 yards dis¬ 
tance. It may be however, that B. R B. Is one of that class of sports¬ 
men for whom a friend of mine manufactured a rifle, and to illustrate 
1 must tell the story. Mr B. employed my friend to manufacture a 
rifle, and when the arm was flulsbed, went out with tbe manufacturer 
to try the snooting qualities of the gun. The maker put up a target 
sixty yards distant, painted upon a board about eighteen inches square 
The bull's eye was lu the center and about 1 H inchee in diameter The 
amlth ebot ten shota. seven of which hit the hnll’e eyu, and the other 
three were Just outside of it. but all were within e circle of 2ki inchee 
Then Mr. B shot bis ten shots, and succeeded iu hitting the edge of 
the eighteen inch board upon which the target w&i placed twice and 
missed tbe board altogether eight times. (lauding the rifle back to the 
smith, he remarked: ”1 don't want that rifle, I warn you to make me 
a gun that I can shoot." Now, Mr. Editor, inasmuch as I am a gun¬ 
smith by trade and naturally feel a pride, of no small intensity, In 
maintaining the credit of American rifles and American makers per¬ 
mit me to stAte, that. In my young days I belonged to a rifle club called 
the “Nlmrods.” numbering sixty members, and that the qualification 
for membership was, that tho applicant must hit tbe size of an Ameri¬ 
can quarter of a dollar forty yards distant, sixteen times out of twenty 
off-band shots. It is evident from B. R. B.'a statement that he was not 
a member of that Nimrod club. 

Perhaps B. R. B. could Improve his lack lu shooting deer with an 
American rifle, If he would adopt the Frenchman’s idea of sighting his 
gun. 

When I was engaged lu the gunsmith business, a Frenchman brought 
blsgun to me to be resighted. Saidho:"! want him site leetle on 
one side for sixty yards.*’ Why so, I inquired. “Because” aaid he, 
“when I shootee, I some time shootee on dc left and some time on do 
right side of de mark about 8 inch. You sight him 8 inch on one side 
1 nlttee de mark half of detirao." 

In regard to the killing qualities of American-made rifles, I have to 
say that they will kill as far and with as much certainty as the make of 
any other nation in tbe world, and as proof of their shooting qualities 
I refer to the several international rifle matches, all of which have been 
won by Americans with American inude rifles. 

In proof of the killing qualities of the American-made rifle, I will 
state that, I killed in one Fall, Winter and Spring, with a rifle of tny 
own make, carrying forty round balls to the pound, 170 deer, eight 
elks, three panthers, two bears and two buffaloes, besides wolves, cata¬ 
mounts and raccoons too numerous to mention, and I found a deer as 
easy te kill as a turkey. L. W. B.

AMERICAN SPORTS. 

We not unfrequently see the statement made in English as well 
as In American periodicals, that the American people do not un¬ 
derstand the art of taking recreation. The French, English and 
Germans are pointed out as examples of a people who know how 
to amuse and enjoy themselves. To satisfy ourselves as to the 
truth of this assertion, we have given the subject careful consid¬ 
eration. The facts which we have gathered do not substantiate 
Its truth. On the contrary, we believe the Americans have quite 
as much tact lu making the beet of a good time when they set 
about It as their trans-Atlantic friends. The only dillerence 
which Is noticeable is that we Americans have fewer regular holi¬ 
days, aud that somehow we manage to unite recreation with busi¬ 
ness in such a way that we seem almost wholly to neglect the 
former. For example, our crack riflemen who go abroad, to 
teach our English couBins how to shoot, take none the leas 
pleasure in their sport when they know each one of the crowd 
who has gathered to witness their skill represents a shilling. 
Our oarsmen take quite as lively an Interest and pleasure in the 
race when they feel that a good-sized purse, together with the 
honors, is to be the prize of the winning crew. The same can 
be said of our base bal I players, and pedestrians. The fact that a 
slight business consideration is a part of the programme does not 
make It the less enjoyable. Our English cousins can at least bear 
witness to the fact that it does not Impair the skill of our riflemen, 
or weaken the muscles of our oarsmen, or pedestrians. 

But let us look at this subject directly in the light In which the 
writers of whom we Bpeak have placed it. They point out, as 
their principal argument, the fact that the English, French and 
Germans have more than double the number of American holi¬ 
days. This we have admitted. But the holidays of this country 
and Europe are altogether two different affairs. The holidays of 
Europe fill a need which this country has not yet felt; they enable 
the laboring classes to take the recreation which they otherwise 
would not feel able to. A legal holiday has not the same attrac¬ 
tion to the majority of American workingmen, who are at liberty 
to take a day or balf-u-day whenever they desire. Thus we see 
that very much is made of the one abroad, while at home a regu¬ 
lar holiday is often a bore, and many had rather work through it 
than not, and take their holiday just when they feel like It. It Is 
the quietness of American holidays, with perhaps the exception 
of Independence day, as compared with European, whicli has un¬ 
doubtedly created the impression, to some extent in our own 
country, as well as abroad, that we really don’t know how to 
enjoy oureelves. Oar way of seeking amusement Is different 
from other nations, that Is all. If to-morrow was a legal holi¬ 
day, a European might look around him In surprise for some 
special evidence of It, In this city, for example, and return to his 
country more convinced than ever that Americans didn’t know 
how to have a good time when they bad a chance. If, however, 
he would visit the thousands of lakeB and rivers of the Northwest 
and see tbe numbers who are duck hunting and bass fishing, he 
would wonder less that tbe demonstrations of the day were not 
more marked. 

A holiday In the more densely populated countries of Europe 
Is a day devoted wholly to social enjoyments, because the coun¬ 
tries do not possess the attractions, as oura does, for othei ways 
of diversion and amusement. Some of the European nations 
look upon us as unsocial because we do not express our socia¬ 
bility as they do. But we are not unsocial. We do not all rush 
together In large crowds to Bhow our sociability, In fact we are a 
little adverse to that sort of thing. We have our own circle of 
friends and acquaintances, and we find our satisfaction and pleas¬ 
ure In them. If the number of little parties of friends, ranging 
from two or three,to a dozen or twenty,who went Into the country 
together last Summer, or who are even now contemplating some 
Fall sport with quails, ruffed grouse, ducks or deer should 
be given, their number would be enough to remove the charge 
that in our amusements we were also an unsocial people. 

If an American wants to enjoy himBolf he takes his gun and 
his rod and with his boon companion hies himself away for a day 
or two where he can best enjoy his sport America’s play-house 
la all-out-of-doors, and out-door sports are growing more popular 
with us ever year. Some of the most eminent professional and 
business men in the country, are joining the ranks of tbe sports¬ 
men. There are some persons who never can see but one Bide to 
the word sportsman, and that 1 b a bad Bide, simply because that 
Is all they look for. To be an admirer of a 2:14^ horse, or to 
be a crack shot, or a good oarsman, are unmistakable signs with 
them that a man is going to the devil generally. The culture 
and blue blooded orthodoxy of Boston Itself, was chilled to the 
core by the stand which one of their prominent clergymen took 
on this subject a few years ago. Tbe shock which some of his 
congregation received on a Sunday morning, as he painted the 
beauties of the wilds of Northern New York, as seen over the 
sight of his rifle, In language fit for a celeBtial picture, has Indeed 
never been recovered from. The unpardonable sin, however, of 
this same clergyman was committed when he wrote a book on 
“The Perfect Horse,” and he was soon after obliged to leave his 
church for the less sanctified quarters of a public boll. But this 
class of people who believe that little good will come from the 
sportsman are happily growing less every year. 


Instead of not knowing how to amuse ourselves we shall main¬ 
tain that Americans are one of very few nations who do 
know how. Sports In which we find diversion, and healthfulness 
at the same time are the very highest and best. Instead of de¬ 
crying the interest which our young men tu our colleges and 
schools take In athletic eporta we should rather commend them 
for their skill In them, and take a lively interest lu their exhi¬ 
bitions of It. Tbe danger that their attention will be too much 
diverted from their studies, Is not half as great, as that they will 
coniine themselves too closely to them. The number who have 
neglected their books for the oar, the bat, the rod and the rifle, 
count for nothing by the side of the great army of broken down 
graduates whose health for the remainder of their lives, is seri¬ 
ously Impaired. It is with no little satisfaction that we note 
from time to time that the highest literary houors have been 
carried off by the captain or the college rifle team or boat crew, 
or ball club. This is just as it should be. The best physical 
health should produce the highest Intellectual development. 

For this very reason that all Held sports are conducive to health, 
we maintain that sportsmen,as a ela6e,posBess more life and vigor 
than other men. The owner of a good gun, rod,'or rifle, holds 
the keys which will unlock to him from the storehouse of nature, 
geuulne treasures of amusement aud health. Fresh air, a good 
appetite, healthy digestion, aud refreshing sleep, are the por¬ 
tion of the sportsman’s Inheritance. 

“Throw physic to the dogs. I'll none of it,’’ 
says the immortal bard, and so says every sportsman who loves 
the guu and the rod. No tonic in all the world is so good to 
keep a man In health, or to repair a constitution which Is broken 
down by too close confinement to the counting room or desk, as 
out of door exercise. Fix your business so that you can get 
away for two or three days, if not longer, every few weeks, for a 
run into the country where the ducks, quails, grouse or deer, 
bass, trout or pickerel are to be found. Every day so spent by 
the closely confined business and professional men in the cities 
all over this country, will add a score of days to their lives, and 
make life a pleasure aud enjoyment rather than a burden. 

Though we shall maintain that Americans are fond of out¬ 
door sports, yet the close application to our professional and 
business pursuits, for which we as a nation are noted, causes 
us too often to neglect that recreation which is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to good health. It is too frequently the case that we tie 
ourselves down to our work in our eager pursuit of wealth, until 
broken down in health we are forced out into nature’s great 
health cure—the open air, and sunshine. It Is then we are taught 
a lesson, which comes to every man sooner or later who tries to 
turn himself into a machine, that we have made a great mis¬ 
take; that If a 6inall per cent, of the time and money, which we 
must now spend In regaining to a certain degree our former good 
health, had beeu devoted from time to time to tbe sports of the 
Held, the forest, or the stream we Bhould have found more 
pleasure in life, and should have been richer in purse, as well as 
In health. 

Illustrations by tbe scores could be furnished of men, and of 
women too, who have put. new life, as it were, into constitutions 
naturally weak and feeble, by following the pleuaant pastimes 
of the sportsman. Two prominent instances come to t,ur mind 
at tbe present time of men who have arrived at extreme old age, 
and yet who are as hale and vigorous as the average man of 
forty. They can take their guns and traps and start out on a 
tramp which would tire out many a man who carried the weight 
of only one-third their years. One of them has been accused of 
being over one hundred years of age. We have the authority of 
Col. Skinner, late field editor, Turf y Field and Farm , who owns 
up himself to being three score and ten years old, that when he 
was a boy the first gentleman whom we have mentioned, and who 
is known as the Centennial ’Squire, was then an old man. Both 
of these gentlemen when young were pronounced to speedy death 
by consumption, but they sought for life and health with the rod 
and the gun, and found both. Col. Skinner is an evidence him¬ 
self of the physical and mental benefits of field sports, as there 
are very few men of his age who possess his remarkable vigor of 
body and mind. 

The father whocan Interest his children In out-door sports has 
secured for them the surest lease of good health, and good 
morals. One of the best means which he can take to accomplish 
this Is to put Into their hands a paper devoted to sports which 
are of the field and forest, the pral rie and mountains, the 
ocean, lake, stream and river—a paper which will be read quito 
as much by the daughters as by the sons, aud which will Interest 
them In the studies of botany, ornithology, and all natural his¬ 
tory, as no text books or schools ever will. One of tbe lady sub¬ 
scribers of the Chicago Field, who lives in Massachusetts, 
whose articles have interested and Instructed its readers, has set 
an example for our American girls, which, if they would but fol¬ 
low, would effect a much needed reform, and result In giving 
the country more healthy and more sensible girls. Instead of 
spending the Summer in Idle dissipation at some fashionable 
watering place, she takes her gun and dog and seeks the pleasant 
retreats of the htllB and the woods. Many a crack shot who 
prides himself on the accuracy of his Bight, and the steadiness of 
his nerve, might well envy her accomplishments with the gun, 
while the knowledge she has gathered in the great school house 
of nature would put to blush the professors of natural sciences In 
one-half the colleges and seminaries of the country. We have 
never seen any good reason why men should monopolize the 
pleasures which fall to tbe Bportsmen —Including usually tbe 
greatest of them all—health. But It 1 b a satisfaction and an en¬ 
couragement to note that every year the number of ladles who 
find entertainment In reading the columns of papers devoted to 
"but-of-door-Ufe with Nature, Is growing larger and larger. 

Other nations may have different ways of seeking recreation, 
but none are certainly more rational, or more satisfactory to us 
than our way. As we glance over the country from East to 
West, and from North to South, we can find but few localities 
which have not some attraction peculiar to themselves—some 
Inducement to seek sport out-of-doors. We are willing to admit 
that the American people are peculiar In the choice of their 
amusements and recreations, and that the fields and the forests 
are our play-grounds, as they were the play-grounds of the race 
whom we have succeeded. 


Mr. Anthony Comstock.— Mr. Anthony Comstock has done 
much good In suppressing Indecent literature, and we accord him 
os much credit for his efforts In that direction as others; but Mr. 
Comstock has made himself extremely ridiculous on more occa¬ 
sions than one, showing plainly how easy It Is for those who do 
not possess evenly balanced brains to go to extremes, to tbe det¬ 
riment of what good they have done, by disgusting people 
equally as Interested In the preservation of morals and suppres¬ 
sion of vice, but less puritanical. 

Last week Mr. Comstock was In this city with the object of 
forming a branch of the “Western Society for the Suppression of 
Vice,” with his head-quarters now In Cincinnati. At the meeting 
held for this purpose Mr. Comstock asked: “How were these 
things circulated; how were the advertisements given! In the 
sporting papers, in the religious papers, and in tbe dally papers, 
these things were presented dally,—In the sporting papers openly, 
but In the religious papers covered over with a veil.” 


Like a good many other people Mr. Comstock classes every 
low, dirty sheet which Is published as a “sporting” paper. Now 
on behalf of the respectable sporting press of America, we pro¬ 
test against this attempted slur on them. The advertising pages 
of the legitimate sporting papers of the country compared with 
the religious papers will be at a disadvantage to tbe latter. We 
do not speak for ourselves alone but we assert as a fact that in¬ 
stead of these advertisements being presented openly in the sport¬ 
ing papers, the religious papers publish advertisements which the 
papers devoted to respectable and legitimate sports refuse. Mr. 
Comstock will ploa6e note tbe fact aud in future draw the Hue as 
to sporting papers where it properly belongs. 


MR. DAVID80N AGAIN. 

In our kennel department will be found another letter from 
Mr. Davlilsou, which leaves us but little further to say, since Mr. 
Davidson dodges the question at Issue aud shirks the investiga¬ 
tion he was so eager in the beginning to have. Mr. Davidson 
refuses an lnvesttgallon by the National American Kennel Club. 
The club is composed of gentlemen whose reputation and stand¬ 
ing are a guarantee that Mr. Davidson would have a fair and Im¬ 
partial Hives lgutlon. We would not detract from the Minne¬ 
sota Kennel Club. A better lot of sportsmen never clubbed 
logetber, aud tbeir social position and reputation are not second 
to the members of Ibe National American Kenuel Club. So far as 
an Impartial investigation we are as perfectly satisfied of it there 
as lu the National American Kennel Club; but does the club care 
to undertake the Investigation! Would they not rather It would 
be conducted by the National Kennel Club! At any rate, a case 
such as this comes properly under the jurisdiction of the National 
American Kennel Club, the highest kenuel authority in Ameri¬ 
ca. The attendance of witnesses can be secured more easily 
before them than before the Miunesota Kennel Club. Moreover, 
Mr. Davidson, we are sorry to say, Is a member of the National 
American Keunel Club. Surely, he ought not to object to be 
tried by u club of which he Is a member. Feeling so, it is his 
duty to resign from the club. We have invited Mr. Davidson to 
give us a chauce to prove our assertions; he has refused, showing 
plainly be is not willing to have our charges Investigated. 

Now, then, in conclusion to Mr. Davidson as he states that he 
declines any further controversy: 

First, we will make an affidavit that the conversation we re¬ 
lated as having had with Mr. DavldBon is true in every partic¬ 
ular. 

Second, we'wil! produce witnesses who will corroborate our 
statement of the favoritism shown by Mr. Davidson to Mr. 
Whitman’s dogs. 

Third, we will produce a gentleman of undoubted veracity who 
will substantiate our charge that Tempest's score was changed. 

Mr. Davidson says we are receiving orders for puppies out of 
Blanche and Peg at fifty dollars each. A6 usual Mr. Davidson 
is wrong. Peg whelped nearly six months ago eight. One of 
these we gave to Mr. E. C. Waller, of this city. Another we sold 
for fifty dollars. The remainder we have, and have not only re¬ 
fused one huudred dollars for one, but would not sell one for 
double the amount. Having been unfortunate with Peg’s pre¬ 
vious litters we bred her this year not to sell her pups, but with the 
hope of getting at least a brace for our future use. If we succeed In 
raising what we have kept,a brace go toacouple of Eastern friends, 
whom we promised long sluce, a puppy each, and the remainder 
we keep; and whether we raise them or not, Peg will never be 
bred again, as wc keep her for field work and not for breeding. 
Had those of her last litter not died we should not have bred 
her. 

Blanche whelped eight nearly four months ago. One died, 
leaving seven. Of these we sold one to tbe Barne gentleman we 
sold the puppy out of Peg for fifty dollars. Another goes to 
Major J. M. Taylor, of Lexlngtou, Ky., from whom we bought 
Blanche, according to agreement when we purchased her. The 
remaining five we keep; and neither one of which would we sell 
any sooner than one of Peg’s, as we want to be sure of raising 
some of them. And Blanche, like Peg, will never be bred again, 
whether her puppies live or dle,as she, too, I want for work in the 
field and not for breeding. This, Mr. Davidson will see, does 
not look very much like “soliciting orders for their puppies at 
fifty dollars each.” When we want to solicit orders for poppies 
we shall do as we did with Blanche’s puppies last year, advertise 
them in the Chicago Field openly and plainly, which we then 
did to partially reimburse us for tbe big price we had paid for 
her. But we determined then not to breed either of them again 
and as stated before would not, had those we kept lived. 
We mention this to show what we said was true, that we kept our 
dogs for pleasure and not for profit. 

We see nothing derogatory In breeding dogs for profit any 
more tban horses and cattle, but we abstain from it solely because 
we think, as editor of a paper largely devoted to kennel Interests, 
It is policy not to. Moreover, Mr. Davidson, “editing and ped¬ 
dling a newspaper,” pays sufficiently well not to render it nec¬ 
essary to “combine the business of dog-breeding” with it. 

Mr. Davidson stated that we had made a boast at the Minne¬ 
sota field trials that if we could not run field trials In America we 
would ruin them, and that If tbe Leicester—Darts could not be 
run to the front we would buret the whole thing. This wc de¬ 
nied. The two following letters from Mr. 8. B. Dllley, of Lake 
City, Minn., and Mr. A. J. Kellogg, fish commissioner of Michi¬ 
gan, corroborate our statement. Both of these gentlemen are so 
well known that comment on their standing and position is en¬ 
tirely unnecessary. We, moreover, call on Mr. E. F. Stoddard, of 
Dayton, Ohio, Mr. E. C. Nichols, of Battle Creek, Mich., Mr. Os¬ 
good, of Osgood & Chapin, of same place, Mr. J. Hopkins 8m tb, 
of New York, Mr. R. B. Morgan, of Richmond, Ind., Mr. George 
Waddington, of Geneva, Iowa, Mr. J. 8. Jones, of Marshalltown, 
Iowa, Mr. C. F. Stevens, of Nevada, Iowa, Mr. D. C. Sanborn, of 
Baltimore, Mich., Mr. Chas. Lincoln, or any other person pres¬ 
ent at the trials to say whether they heard ua make any such 
boost, 

Mr. Davidson forcibly reminds us of the following anecdote,only 
that for governor we would say president,and for the State of New 
York we should say United States: “John,” said one Quaker to 
another, “thee knows I never caU anybody names; but, John, If 
the governor of the state should come to me and say, ‘Joshua, I 
want tbee to find me the biggest liar In tbe State of New York,’

According to our English cotemporary, Land and Water, the 
grouse season this year has not been a good one, differing very 
materially from our own which has been a remarkably good one. 

The following from our English cotemporary will without doubt 
be Interesting to our readers as It gives some Idea of the shooting 
Bud hags made there, also the expense of renting a moor and how 
those who rent are often victimized, one correspondent claiming 
that hla grouse have cost him £80 a brace, about 1150 of our 
money. Thle suggests the question whether our sportsmeu ap¬ 
preciate the advantages they possess over the sportsmen of Europe 
and whether with the reckless slaughter of our game birds Indis¬ 
criminate of the open or close seasons, the date Is not distant 
when shooting will be confined here as there to the privileged few 
who can afford to rent Bhootings. Are we not verifying In the 
future “a willful waste makes a woeful want.” 

“Although the close time for tho grouse does not commence until 
December 10. grouee ehootlng for the eeueon of 1673 is practically over 
Tae great majority or sportsmen have left tbelr shooting lodges for 
some weeks and come south, drawn hither from their campaign In the 
North against tbe wild feathery mountaineers already “packing" tbelr 
forces together, only to recommence it against tbe denizens of lowland 
stubbles aud crops, or havereturned, invigorated let us hope, to resume 
the duties Imposed by tbelr business or profession. Those sportsmen 
wbo reside near and shoot over tbelr own moors will, no doubt con¬ 
tinue to kill grouse wbeuever the opportunity offers for some time' yet 
and occasional parties will return to tbelr grounds, if they have a good 
stock of birds left on thi m, to have a drive or two; but then tbeee cause 
are only tbe exceptlene. and on tnoet of the Scotch grouee moors tbe 
sportsman's gun will not be heard again until another “Twelfth” comes 
round. 

That the grouee season of 1876 has been a good one, as far ae the sup¬ 
ply of grouse aud tbe general absence of disease are concerned, there 
can scarcely be any doubt. There has not been a multiplicity of very 
plethoric bags. It is true, but these, nevertheless, were generally quite 
up to the average; and when we consider under what unfavorable 
weather they were obtained, it might without further evidence fairly 
he aseumod that the moors were well slocked. 8porlstnen, however, 
on all eldce hnve set the matter at rest, and their principal grief baa 
been tbeir inability, in consequence of tbe wild aud rough weather, to 
reap tbe abundaul crop of game which they say was to be found ou their 
grounds. 

Pate has been somewhat nupropitious to the grouse shooter during 
the laet lew years. When that terrlblescourge the disease baa not pre¬ 
vailed, tbe westber has invariably been more or less misty, wet, or 
boistcroo-, sometimes driving the sportsmen home before the dey is 
half over. At others preventing them by its persisleut inclemency from 
venturing on tbe moor stall for days together durlug the last part of 
the season, and aiwas having the effect of making tue birds pack aud 
become wild 

Although no exceptionally large bags were obtained anywhere on 
any individual day. yet the number of bags above tbe average have 
beeu uuususlly numerous, and tbe total bead of grouse shot during tbe 
season has on mauy moors exceeded that which has hitherto been ob¬ 
tained on them for several years past liogs of 10,1, 150, and 800 brace 
of grouse in one day have beeu common this season, while bags rang¬ 
ing from thirty brace upwards to 100 brace have been general ou all but 
tbe smull moors. 

Aberdeenshire ehootinga have given very fair eport. considerably 
better than any time since 1672, but the supply has been partial having 
been below an average ou eome few of the moore. Curcdavon, shot 
over by Mr. Pease, M.P., stands at tbe bead of tbe list with an average 
of nearly 160 brace per diem for tbe aret three days to six gunB the bag 
on the first day being jnet over200 brace. Scarcely any trace of disease 
was found iu this county. 

The Argyllshire moors, considering the poor Block left over from laet 
year, turned out a belter show of grouee than wae expected and In 
one or two Instances over 100 brace were got on the 12th. Much of the 
groond has been lightly shot over, and the birds are healthy There 
should be a good supply next year. 

The Isle of Arran shows a yield to the Duke of Hamilton of over 
1,870 brace. 

Ayrshire moore suffered perhaps more from disease than thoee of 
any other county, and the giouse crop has proved a poor one generally 
this year. * 1 

The principal moore In Banffshire belonging to the Duke of Rich- 
mood showed eigne of dieeaee, but some good begs have been made on 
them. 

Calthnees-ehire hoe yielded a better supply of grouBe than for soma 
years. The Brawl Cast le party got 1,505 grouee up to the 1st of Seplem- 
her; the Olutt shootings up to the eame date yielded 1,578 grouee, Bud 
the Karl of Corkgot 1.000 brace at Laugwell. 

To Elginshire, we believe, must be yielded the palm for one of the 
largest hags made for the season; Mr. Bass, M. P., and party shooting 
270 Orace on the opening day. a 

Forfarshire stands also In the fore rank in proportion to Its size and 
although tbe shootings are not very numerous or extensive, eeveral’bsge 
over eighty brace were recorded, and u few over 100 brace 
The Inveroeee moors have yielded well, and bags of over 100 brace 
were common durlug the early part, of the season, and the largest bag 
obtained ou the opening day in Scotland was one of 300 brace, got by 
Mr. L. Hamilton, on Mealinore iu thitt couuty. 

Kincardine, Kircudbright. Nairn, aud Peebles, all conation uot poee- 
caalug abootiug of any great extent, have shown a fair yield. 

The numeroue Perthshire tnoore have beeu fouud, on the whole, to 
au average crop of grouee. There have been, however, in¬ 
dividual instances where they have proved to be scarcer than they hAve 
been for some years. Many bn^e of over 100 baace were obtained dur¬ 
ing the early part of the season, and some few of over 200 brace. The 
grouse crop on tbe Bugllab aud Welsh moors varied very much, but 
there can be litlie doubt that, taken on the whole, the birds have been 
more numerous on them than for eome years past. Probably the lar- 
gust bag obtained on any siugle English moor was made ou Mr Klv- 
ington-Wilson's moor at Brootnebead, which was let for the first time 
this year to a limited number of guus, aud yielded no lese than 742ft 
brace on tbe 12th. Regarding the disease, It may be stated that scarcely 
the least trace of thle scourge has been apparent throughout tbe whole 
ilst or shootings, so that the pospecte for next year are oil that can so 
for be desired; and It le to be hoped that a good breeding stock Is left 
tor next year. Indeed, there need be little fear that this is not the case 
for the grouee 'were unuenally wild from the very first day, and have 
continued difficult to approach since, so that sportsmen had no choice 
but to leave a good stock. 

The purple heather, the blue Bky, tbe still water of the loch, and 
Bandy, with hla russet beard aud wskefnl eye, are all dear subjects to 
the imagination of the Highland eutbuatast who sees the Scotch moor 
from lie bright side; hut there la a dark side also to this attractive 
picture-sleety winds for days, deose mist when it does not rain,

Tm Chicago Jockey Ct.ini.-The Tribune of a week ago last Sun¬ 
day contained an attack on the Chicago Jockey and Trotttug Club, 
a6 senseless as It was devoid of truth; indeed, It wub the most unjus¬ 
tifiable that we ever read. The statement that at the coming an¬ 
nual election to replace the officers and five directors whose terms 
expire, then, none of those now in office would accept a re-elcc- 
tlon, and that their places would be filled with men who would 
bring the club into disrepute, bad no foundation In fact, further 
than In the fertile brain of the writer, with whom, probably, the 
wish was father to the thought. 

The course pursued by the stockholders of the club In the past 
was a guarantee sufficient for the future; and It was presumptu¬ 
ous lu the extreme to suppose anything to the contrary. If, after 
the election, such had beeu done as the Tribune stated would 
be done, then the time would have come for the Tribune's state¬ 
ments, hut not before. To prejudge the actions of men Is consis¬ 
tent with neither sense nor justice. The stockholders of the Chi¬ 
cago Jockey and Trotting Club are men of common sense and 
good judgment, and are well able to take care of the Interests of 
tbe club, and propose to. When they break faith with the public, 
theu the Tribune will be justified In attacking them; until then It 
will do well to conceal its ears. 

About as little sense and good taste were shown by Dunton’s 
Spirit of the Turf in Its reply to the Tribune , and we might add 
as little truth.

A New Camp Stove.—P rof. H. B. Roney, East Saginaw, Mich., 
has invented a camp stove which is portable and easily managed, 
for the benefit of his brother sportsmen. This we are glad to 
note, and It will also be an agreeable surprise to those who camp 
out for recreation; for the few that have been offered for sale 
were defective and for practical use, have proved signal failures. 
Its dimensions are 20 Inches In height, depth 26 inches from front 
to back, 24 Inches In breadth. The oven Is 24x31 inches, 13 
Inches high at back, 9} Inches high under the fire-box. The con¬ 
struction of the stove is of the most substantial character and 
weighs only 155 pounds when packed for transportation, the 
simple weight of the. etove being 138 pounds. Accompanying tbe 
stove Is eight feet of 6tove pipe, (telescopic), lid lifter, the four 
stove legs; these are packed In the fire box. Attached to the box 
In which the stove 1 b packed are four stout handles, making Its 
moving an easy matter. In the oven are found for use, fifteen 
nine-inch tin plates, fifteen half pint Hd cups, fifteen plot tin 
basins. Of teaspoons, knives and forks, there are fifteen each, 
half dozen tablespoons, three bread plates, four pic tins, two 
large iron spoons, one carver and fork, bread knife, one two- 
quart tea steeper, two six-quart pans, one one-quart dipper, two 
dripping pans, 11x18 Inches, one thlrtetn-ineh frying pan, one 
six-quart coffee pot, one gridiron, 12x18 indies, one ten-quart 
Iron kettle, one eight-quart tea kettle, one twelve-quart tin pail, 
one four-quart tin pall.two vinegar bottles, four peppers and salts, 
one cooking fork, one griddle paddle, stove rim and grate 14x34 
inches.

Ostrich Farmino.— Ostrich farming in South Africa is very 
profitable. At a public sale of ostriches held lately at Meddle- 
burg, one of our English exchanges states that twenty pairs of 
breeding ostriches realized an average of nearly £200 per pair. 
The lowest price given for a single couple was £130, and as much 
as £285 wa6 paid for one pair of birds. The eggs of the bird, 
once commonly collected as curiosities, are now hardly obtains 
hie, being reserved for breeding purposes. At a receut sale of 
ostrich feathers at Port Elizabeth, a parcel of selected “bloods" 
realized the fancy price of £67 15s. per lb., or about 15s. for each 
separate feather. Similarly high prices were paid for other qual¬ 
ities, and this notwithstanding a large Increase In the supply. 
The following figures wUl show the rapid increase In this trade. 
In I860 the quautity of ostrich feathers exported from the Cape 
of Good Hope wae 2,397 lbs., valued at £19,261. Ten years 
later the quantity had increased more than twelve-fold and the 
value 6ve-fold. In 1873 the quantity was 31,581 lbs., and the 
value £159,679, while last year the value had increased to £393,- 
406. _ 

The Detroit Show. —This week we publish the programme of 
the Detroit bench show. The imported class wUl be restricted to 
dogs Imported since 1872 and their progeny. The native class 
will be confined to dogs wIiobb sire or darn are from stock bred 
here or imported prior to 1872, or bred from imported sire and 
native dam or imported dam and native sire. The restricting of 
the native and Imported classes meets our unequivocal endorse¬ 
ment, and cannot bat result to the advantage of the show; as 
also the further provision that dogs shall enter in hut one of the 
regular classes, and not os heretofore in both uatlve aud import¬ 
ed classes. The "double-enders” will be confined to tbelr proper 
classes.

At the same park he gives a 
medal to be shot for on Christmas day for the championship of 
America; aud on the day following, a champion medal for glass 
ball shooting; on the 27th, there will be sweepstake shooting, 
open to all. _ 

The Bohemian Glass Ball Co.—The Bohemian Glass Ball 
Company, the manufacturers of the Ira Paine Feather Killed 
glass balls, have been compelled to greatly enlarge their factory, 
to enable them to meet the demands of trade. Orders come 
pouring in from all parts of the country and Europe, and what 
was at first considered a side issue lit the glass manufacture, bus 
now become with this enterprising firm, a large source of labor 
and profit. Mr. Joseph V. Nichols who Is traveling through the 
West representing the company, was In this city on Tuesday 
last and met with here, a6 he has everywhere else, the most grat¬ 
ifying success iu tbe sale of the balls.

Reminder of “Northwestern Territory” Times. 


The followlug Inscriptions, copied by Captain W. McK. 
Heath from the silver plates In the Detroit Public Library for the 
Cincinnati Commercial, and which are Intimately connected with 
the early history of Ohio, Indiana aud Michigan, will prove of In¬ 
terest to many of our readers. 

In 1790, about the time that “Losautlvllle” became Cincinnati, 
Hamilton county Included the whole region between the Mlamls, 
extending northward from the Ohio river, “to a line drawn duo 
east from theStandiug Stone forks of the Ore it Miami;’’ aud In 
1798, what was then “Wayne county” Included all the north¬ 
western part of Ohio, “i large ti i< > m the northeastern part of 
Indiana, and the whole territory of Michigan." ’.dams county, 
erected a year later, embraced an Immense tract on both sides of 
the Scioto, aud extending northward to "Wayne county,” and In 
’98 there were 5,000 free male Inhabitants of full age In the 
"Northwestern Territory.”

Sportsmen Must Band Toobtheu. —Warsaw, Ind .—Editor 
Chicago Feld :—Iu a former letter I said "Qualls are not plenty 
uear our city.” Since tile 1st lust. I have been to the cast and 
the west, lo the north and the south of this city, and have faith¬ 
fully searchetl In Held and wood and have never found In any otto 
day more than one bevy, and the largeat bags I have made were 
eleven—which I did upon two occasions, and these were the 
largest I have heard of. Poor sport you doubtless think, and yet 
I spent several pleasant days In company with the old dog roam¬ 
ing over the country with no fear save that ever-present one to 
the sportsmen of this state, namely the angry yell of the granger 
as with harsh words aud oaths be orders us out of his fields; a 
nuisance, by the way, that ought to be abated. By what right the 
sportsman after many weary days of labor within brick walls shall 
be debarred the right to roam the fields and woods with dog and 
gun lu search of game without being subject to criminal prosecu¬ 
tion and heavy fines, I know not. By wlmt law human or divine, 
old neglected fields with fallen fences, stubble fields, and fields 
with nothing In them but broken cornstalks, become so sacred 
that they must not be profaned by the tread of the sportsman or 
the noble brute that bears him company, when every boor can 
tramp through fields of rlpeued grain at will and Blmply be liable 
to a civil suit for damages is past my comprehension. The facts 
are that the sportsmen of this country must band together for 
their own protection, and unitedly demand that tbe laws of the 
country shall not discriminate against them. 

I have shot for the past nine years over the same dog, a native. 
Don’t be alarmed—I do not desire to say one word upon the 
tabooed subject. I am utterly Incompetent to determine the rel¬ 
ative merits of the controversy of Natives vs. Blues. I never 
owned a blue. 1 had a hope that I would be the owner of a Rob 
Roy—Queen Mab pup, but a comparison of the price thereof and 
the contents of my purse dashed my hopes to the ground. My 
view Is thst the relative merits of the two strains must be determ¬ 
ined by the crucial test of actual work In the field. All true 
sportsmen who have the means will give the blues a fair trial; If 
better, they will supersede the native; if equal, they will divide 
the honors; If worse, they will fall Into deserved obscurity. And 
Into this question wo should permit no prejudice enter; give 
them a fair field and let the best dog win. Tile old dog who lies 
by my side with his muzzle frosted by age and whose limbs grow 
weary in the evening as the hunt draws near to a dose, has been 
a good servant; and yet I trust the next may be better, be he blue 
or native. Hat. 


A New Game Country. —Blair, Pa .—Editor Chicago FUld :— 
I was considerably surprised, ou landing at this picturesque vil¬ 
lage, to find so few sportsmen here. All along the route I was 
flattering myself with the Idea that 1 was going to a new country, 
new, at least to me, and so I found It. 

Blair la in the county of Perry, State of Pennsylvania, twenty 
miles due west from New PoBt, which Is a railroad station on the 
Pennsylvania railroad. Few sportsmen at auy time ever visited 
this place, and consequently game of all kinds Is very plenty. 
Deer can he seen In the mountain fields and quite a number have 
been shot. Wild turkeys, pheasants, quail, etc., etc., were oever 
known to be so plenty. Last Winter being mlid, was In favor 
of the quail. 

The day I landed I spent In "fixing up.” The second I tried 
my hand (and be it remembered I have not shot for four years) 
the first day I bagged ninety-one quails, seven pheasants, and a 
few rabbits. 

I would advise any and all sportsmen, who visit this place, to 
form the acquaintance of Dr. J. E. McCoy. In former days I 
spent a great deal of my time with the gun and sporting friends; 
but I must say for Doc, that I never met a “better fellow" In my 
life. Good natured, obliging to a fault, and the best wing shot 
I have ever seen. My landlord said he did not visit one patient 
In the country but what he took the gun along and Invariably 
bagged something. 

The last day I spent In this place I accompanied him, one morn¬ 
ing, to see a patient; we took the guns along (as usual). As we 
were driving along, up rose a large bevy of quail; dropping the 
lines, grasping the gun was the work of a moment. He fired aud 
bagged seven out of the number. For my part I was too much 
frightened at him for firing out from behind his horse, to do 
anything; but the animal never stirred. Boone, Jr. 


Good Bags. —Council BIuHb, Iowa .—Editor Chicago FUld :—

Having three hooks and Hues with them, they set them In the 
river at night, and the next morning found three salmon, alias 
wall-eyed pike well hooked, which, when landed weighed re¬ 
spectively 5i, 9| and 14J pounds. 

These fish are plenty In the Boyer river, which is only an hour 
and a half’s drive from this city. L. W. B.

I have just received an account from a 
customer of the bursting of his gun from the use of Dupont’s 
powder, and yet I think It was the fault of a weak gun or an 
overload of powder, and I firmly believe If he had been shooting 
a Greener treble wedge-fast breech-loader, or a Dougall lock-fast, 
do such accident would have occurred. As long as men persist In 
shooting cheap guDs, accidents of this kind will happen. I hope 
the gentlemen you have named will authorize me to send them 
the powder for experiment.

Ravages of Thiers in India. —Notwithstanding the fact that 
Colonel Probyn has killed some 500 tigers to his own gun and 
that numbers of English civil and military officers are annually 
slaying hundreds of tbese beasts, we still hear of their ravages In 
certain districts. It Is a wonder to ua that the government does 
not, In every badly Infested district, raise the reward so high 
that It would he a good business speculation for good shots and 
experienced tiger slayers to exterminate them. 

Ou tills subject the Pioneer, an India cotemporary, says: 

According to a Nalnl Tal correspondent, Gurwbal tigers 
respect government servants, at least are reported to do so. 
There Is a man-eater about tbe Ktttnaon hills credited with the 
slaughter of nearly a hundred persons In the course of about ten 
years. The Conservator of Forests for years had armies of men 
on the tiger’s track, but the brute la us cunning as he Is malevo¬ 
lent. He ranges over an enormous extent of country, some 300 
square miles it Is estimated, and It Is Impossible to guess where 
be will turn up next.

To Cook Gams. —Now that tvu are In the midst of the shoot¬ 
ing season It might be &g well to consider how to cook the varied 
contents of the bag. The best way to cook all game Is to roast 
it; but If It must be baked care should be taken to butter well a 
piece of thin white paper and place It over the bird to prevent 
scorching. Too hot an oven should be avoided. Don’t cook too 
long—no ktad of game should hare the juices dried out of It. 
Game Is more tender If cooked at once than If kept over night. 
Wild ducks are Improved by a wine—port—sauce. Snipe and 
woodcocks are cooked without drawing the trail—as tbe entrails 
are called—which Is considered the most delicate portion. Qualls 
and grouse require a nice bread sauce and are not to be despised 
with cranberry or red current jelly, and the latter lends greatly 
to the appreciation of rabbit and venison. Rabbit stewe<( with a 
little bacon and lemon pee! and made into a pie Is no mean cold 
dish. 


A Beau Movement. —Two sailors had obtained a bear abroad 
and when they arrived in London and wore paid off they deter¬ 
mined to Bell out their stock of bear meat to Jamrach, the cele¬ 
brated wild beast purveyor of Ratcliffe Highway. The bear was 
led, muzzled and strapped, through the streets; but on tbe way 
the bear turned cross and broke loose, when a lively stampede 
ensued of horse and foot. After killing a large dog, the bear 
was killed by a blow from a bludgeon carried by one of hls sailor 
guards, who thus lost considerable on their speculation.
